AMERICAN WARSHIPS 
MOVING ON NICARAGUA 


Cruisers, Carrying 
Many Marines, Are Headed 
for Zelaya’s Country---United 
States Is Determined to Re- 
store Order in Central 
America. 


Washington, Devember 2.—Driven to 
desperation by the unexpected and un- 
bending attitude of the United States, 
President Zelaya is now reported to 
have developed a plan whereby he can 
resign, and at .the same time retain 
the reins of power. This consists in 
putting into the office of president of 
Nicaraguan, Jose Medriz, well-known in 
Central America diplomatic circles as 
Zelaya’s henchman, and declared to be 
at Zelaya’s bid and call. The state de- 
partment, it is declared, is entirely 
cognizant of the conspiracy under way, 
and will act vigorously and promptly 
if occasion demands, 

Thrown Into Frenzy. 

When ‘the alleged plot for the con- 
tinuation of the Zelaya power by 
proxy became known it threw the Cen- 
tral American contingent here into a 
frenzy. 

While the state department has been 
acquainted fully with the movement 
afoot, it is not yet prepared to pro- 
test. In view of the extremely power- 
ful note addressed to President Zelaya 
yesterday through the Nicaraguan rep- 
resentative here, it is not believed that 
Zelaya wili attempt extreme methods. 
In such event, any further action by 
the United States would be superflu- 
ous, and the department is marking 
time. 

Naval Forces Moving. 

Newal forces of the United States sibel 
being moved forward tonight to both 
coasts of Central America, for the 
purpose of protecting American life 
and property in Nicaragua by force of 
arms, if the necessity arises. 

With the departure late today from 
Philadelphia of. the troopship Prairie, 
with 700 madrines aboard, for the 
Isthmus of Panama, and. if it be so 
decreed, for Nicaragua, and with the 
sailing from Magdalena bay of the 
protected cruiser Albany and the gun- 
boat Yorktown for Corinto, on the 
Pacific coast of Nicaragua, the warlike 
activity of the navy department was 
becoming manifest on both oceans 
that wash the Nicaraguan shores. 

Concentrating Forces. 

Resides, the cruisers Des Mo!nes and 
Tacoma and the gunboat Marietta are 
Iving off Port Limon, Costa Rica, 
ready for any call upon them, and the 
guns of the little gunboat Vicksburg 
are pointed toward the custom house 
and town of Corinto. The gunboat 
Princeton is endeavoring to make her 
way from the Bremerton navy yard, 
Wash.. to Corinto, also. 

In addition, the transport Buffalo, 
according to what is said to be the 


plans of the officials responsible, will} 


from Panama to Corinto, with, 
probably as many as 1,100 marines | 
aboard. soon after the Prairie, which 
left Philadelnhia this afternoon with 
about 500 marines, arrives at Colon. 

On-the Albany are about 280 blue- 
jackets, and on the Vicksburg, York- 
town and Princeton about 150 each. 
These. together with the marines, 
would make an army equal to any or- 
ganization reported to be serving un- 
der Zelaya. 

In Striking Distance. 

At the same time, the United States 
will have a formidable force within 
striking distance of the Atlantic coast 
in case of danger to American lives or 
property in that section of Nicaragua. 
At Port Limon, Costa Rica, are anchor- 
ed the cruisers Des Moines and Ta- 
coma, each with 280 men aboard, and 
the gunboat Marietta with 150 men. 

With the probability of many deli- 
cate questions arising in Nicarague, 
and of their demanding immediate re- 
sponse, the navy department decided 
to send a flag officer to Nicaragua to 
take eommand of the American naval 
forces. Rear Admiral William W. 
Kimball was chosen for that duty. He 
gailed for Colon, Panama, today on 
Prairie. He will make his way 
from there to Corinto, doubtless, as 
rapidly as possible. 

Admiral Kimball] has been a member 
of the naval boards of examinations 
and retirements and of construction 
for more than a year. A 

No News at State Department. 

There were no developments at the 
state department today regardjng 
Nicaraguan affairs. Although Secre- 
in his note last night to 
the Nicaraguan charge d'affaires, Mr. 
Rodriguez, intimated that he would 
be willing to see that gentleman un- 
officially, the permission has not yet 
been taken advantage of. 

Having promptly informed in a 
lengthy cablegram the Nicaraguan 
government that the American secre- 
tary of state had last night presented 
him with his passport, Senor Felipe 
Rodriguez, charge d'affaires of Nica- 
ragua in Washington. is fonight pa- 
awaiting instructions from 
President Zelaya as to what . course 
is to follow, now that diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Nicaragua. have been severed. Mr.

Department of Justice Ordered

CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS 
MAY BE UNDERTAKEN 


Disciosures Affecting Gambling 
on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change Lead President to Or- 
der a Careful Investigation 
Looking to Prosecutions Un- 
der Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 


Washington, December 2.—(Special.) 
Under instructions from President Taft, 
the department of justice will proceed 
at an early date to make-a thorough 
investigation into the operation of the 
New York cotton exchange with the 
view of prosecuting its leading mem- 
bers under the Sherman anti-trust law. 

While no action has as yet been 
taken, the president has discussed the 
matter with Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, following an investigation into 
the conduct of the exchange by the 
commissioner, of corporations of the 
department of commerce and labor. 

Representatives in congress from the 
south will actively support this in- 
quiry and. demand «criminal prosecu- 
tions if gambling is shown to exist in 
violation of the law. 

Original Investigation. 

The original investigation into the 
conduct of the cotton exchanges of 
was undertaken under a

house by Representative Livingston, of 
Georgia, and Burleson, of Texas. It 
is probable that they will, at the next 
session of congress, seek to deprive 
the New York cotton.exchange of the 
use of the United States mails and 
other methods of communication un- 
der the cemtrol of the government. 

The representatives from those New 
England states where the great textile 
industries ufing cotton are located will 
also support. the measure for dis- 
ciplining the exchange and forcing it to 
correct abuses known to exist. These 
members {msist that the maintenance 
of a gambling exchange is hurtful to

Mill Men and Farmers. 
It is expected that cotton mill men 


will join hands with the cotton farmers 
represented by the Farmers’ Union in 
aiding the government in this prosecu- 
tion. Their interests are the same 
when it comes to preserving a market 
free from abnormal speculation which 
disturbs prices and hurts business. A 
fair, open market in which cotton sells 
at its intrinsic value, fixed by the laws 
of supply and demand, is what they 
wish. 

They recognize that there is-a legiti- 
mate function for an exchange to fill, 
as middle man between producer and 
mill consumer. but when the middle- 
man undertakes to manipulate ’ the 
market for his own speculative advan- 
tage, the whole cotton industry suf- 
fers in consequence. The mill men are, 
therefore, willing to furnish the gov- 
ernment information at their disposal 
to correct existing abuses. 

Future Course in. Doubt. 

No intimation hes come from the de- 
partment’ of justice as to. what course 
their investigations will take. They are 
not beating any’ drums or sounding 
any eyimbals over what they expect 
to do. It is known definitely, though, 
that the president will undertake to 
apply the Sherman anti-trust law if it 
is found to covey the present case. 

Doubt is expressed as to just how far 
the law will go in reaching the cot- 
ton gamblers. If it can be shown that 


‘their manipulations puts up the price so 


high that merchants will. not buy, or 
so low that farmers will not sell, it 
will be easy to prove that the ex- 
changes are operating in — of 
trade. ? 

If the investigation ordered does not 
disclose ground oo" Which crimina! 
prosecutions can be undertaken, and

Price Paid Not Given.

TT 1S LOADED DICE 
AND FALSE BALANCES 


By Which the Lords Hope to 
Rule England,. Charges Pre- 
mier Asquith---The Great 
Battle of the Classes Against 
Hereditary Privilege Is Join- 
ed in the United Kingdom.

London, December 2.—By a majority 
of 215, after a brief but exciting S8it- 
ting, the house of commons today re- 
corded its ‘claim to exclusive control 
of the nation's purse—a claim never 
before challenged in modern. times. 

The vote was taken on a resolution 
offered by Premier Asquith, which de- 
clared “that the action: of the houge of 
lords in refusing to pass,into law the 
financial provisions made by the cham- 
ber for the expenses of the year was 
a breach of the constitution and a 
usurpation of the rights of the house 
of commons,’ and the resolution Was 
passed by a vote of 249 to 134. 

Placed in Battle Array. 

By this vote the opposing forces of 
the lords an&@ commons are placed in 
battle ‘array for one of the greatest 


constitutional struggles that has come | 


before the country’s judgment for cen- 
turies. The scenes of enthusiasm 
which accompanied the voting on Mr. 
Asquith’s resolution were in marked 
contrast to those witnessed during the 
recent debate in .the house of lords. 
No prominent members from the gov- 
ernment side agpse in the house of 
commons to utter solemn Warnings 
agaliist- the course the’ ministers were 
pursuing. The ministerial ranks were 
closed in a complete unanimity of pro- 
test against the action of the upper 
house. 
Balfour Not in Ferm. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposition, 
evidently was suffering from the ef- 
fects of his indisposition, and did not 
His speech lacked 
the ring of sincerity and conviction 
which characterized the prime minis- 
ter’s. The latter had an easy task in 
pouring ridicule upon what he de- 
scribed, amid the rousing and en- 
couraging ‘cheers of his supporterz, 
as a “new fangled Cgesarism,” this 
“arrogant usurpation,” of the house of 
lords. 

The premier’s ‘ironical reference to 
the “instinct of divination” of the peers 
on reaching manhood dissolved his 
hearers in laughter. 

Balfour Against Balfour. 

He quoted with trenchant effect, the 
speech of Mr. Balfour less than a year 
ago, in which the premier described

When once again Burnam’s woods 
shall come to Dunsinane, perhaps there 
will appear a playwright who in dram- 
atizing a book, will put into his work 
the strength, the. beauty, and the sub- 
tlety of the original from which he 
takes his copy.

What an opportunity the playwright 
failed to grasp and utilize to its full 
extent! 

Charlie Steele, the questioner, lived 
hig first life out in the query, “Who 
Knows?"

His last word be- 
fore stricken down in the Cote Dorton 
was a question: “Have I ever been in- 
troduced to you?” When he woke in 
his bed in the room of Portugais his 
hand nervously searching for the 
monocle, his first words to the Can- 
adian were, “Have I ever been intro- 
duced to you?”

The only comfort given prohibition- 
ists and advocates of temperance in 
the report_of the commissioner of in- 
ternal revénue is the fact that there 
was a decrease in the production of 
beer last year. But, while the beer 
drinkers were losing  ground,~ the 
whisky consumers broke their  pre- 
vious big record. Mr. Cabell’s report 
shows that more than six million gal- 
lons of whisky were produced in the 
nation in 1909 than in the year pre- 
vious. The commissioner also takes 
the position that the prohibition laws 
in the, southern states have increased 
illicit distilling in that territory. In 
this connection, he says: 

“In many sections of the. country 
there is no illicit distilling reported. 
There has been an increase in the 
southern states, due in some measure 
to state legislation.”

However, there are twelve of the 
states that pay more than does North 
Carolina to Uncle Sam’s till: ,The 
whisky producing States surpass 
North Carolina, the lead being taken 
by Illinois, which state contributes 
$43,441,771. North Carolina paid in last 
year $5,150,672. The state’s contribu- 
tion to the federal government comes 
almost entirely from the tobacco man- 
ufacturers. Louisiana is the second 
southern state in contributing to Uncle 
Sam, and is only half a million be- 
hind North Carolina’s record. Vir- 
ginia’s contribution is $4,500,000, while 
South Carolina paid in last year only 
$100,000. Georgia contributed ~ only 
$279,218. 

Georgia holds the palm for illicit 
distilling, while North Carolina runs 
a close second. In Georgia last year 
394 illicit distilleries were seized and 
623 destroyed. In North Carolina 212 
were seized and 374 destroyed. Ala- 
bama is third in the race, with 173 
seized and 231 destroyed. There ‘were 
24 registered distilleries reported for 
seizure in North Carolina.

Possible prosecution of cotton gamblers in New York and Boston, un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust law, is indicated in dispatches from Washington, 
which predict an investigation of the conditions in those two cities by the 
department of justice, with this end in view. : 


Foundation for such prosecution is indicated in the following extract 


from a Washington dispatch to The New York Herald: 


Officials of the department of justice who refused to discuss what 
the government is oe in this connection, nevertheless declared that 
cotton gamblers could be reached under the Sherman law if it can be 
established that their schemes are resulting in prices that have no re- 
lation to the value of a bale of cotton. Clearly, say these officials, that 
would be restraining trade within the meaning of the anti-trust law. 


Evidently government officials have at last discovered a thing which 
The Constitution pointed out years ago in support of its demands that cot- 
ton gambling be stopped by legislation—that its effect is and has always 
been to depress the natural market price of this important product.

THE BANK PRESIDENTS; 


ARE THEY POLITIGIANS? 


Are Atlanta’s bank presidents poli- 
ticians? 

An alderman, and a man whose opin- 
ion: should have great weight, because 
he was once a supreme court judge, 
says the bank presidents are politi- 
clans. The presidents say they are 


not. 

It may be that both are right, be- 
cause there are two distinct kinds of 
politicians, the kind that get down to 
ward elections and are of the peanut 
variety, and the other kind that takes 
an active interest in ali elections that 
have for their object the benefiting of 
the city’s commercial and business in- 
terests. Perhaps the alderman meant 
the second kind of politician, and if 
he did, maybe .some of.the hank presi- 
dents might plead guilty. 

Make Vigorous Denial. 
But just on the broad and open 
charge that they are politicians, the 
bank president® make vigorous denial. 

It was at a meeting of the council com- 
mittee on ordinances that the matter 
came up. An ordinance creating the 
office of city auditor was under con- 
sideration, and the father of the ordi- 
nance, Councilman Cofield, said that 
the provision requiring that the audi- 
tor be nominated by the bank presi- 
dents was a good one, because it would 
take the office out of politics. 

Then Alderman John §S. Candler, who 
once sat on the state supreme bench, 
remarked: | 

“Talking about politics, who are bet- 
ter politicians than our bank presi- 
dents?” 

The Constitution set abqut to ascer- 
tain if the allegation of the alderman 


was true, and interviewed the bank 
presidents of the city. 
What the Presidents Say. 

Here is what they say: 

President William L. Peel, .of the 
American National bank: ‘I in poli- 
tics? No sir-ee. I am not a politi- 
cian, never have been and never ex- 
pect to be.” 

President Asa G. Candler, of the Cen- 
tral bank: “My! who could have made 
such a charge? I certainly am not da 
politician, and everybody who knows 
me knows that I am not.” 

President Robert J. Lowry, of the 
Lowry National bank: “No, sir. I am 
not a politician. I may have taken 
some interest in local elections many 
years ago, but at this time 1 am not 
any sort of politician.” 

President Charles E. Currier, of the 
Atlanta National bank: “The very idea 
of asking me such a question. If there 
is anything I am not it is a politician. 
I wouldn’t know how to be one if I 
wanted to.” 

Some More Denials. 

Presideat James W. English, Sr., of 
the Fourth National bank: ‘I am not 
a politician, and have nothing to do 
with politics. Like all good citizens, I 
always vote for the man I think beat, 
and there I stop. A politician; not a 


bit of it.” 

President Frank Hawkins, of the 
Third National bank: “If there is a@ 
man in the whole city who is not any 
sort of a politician at all, it is I. I 
have never been accused of such a 
thing by even my worst enemy.” 

So there you are. After such denials 
perhaps the alderman will hand down 
a legal opinion on what he means by 
a politician, and this may place the 


whole matter in a different light.

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Pension Commissioner John W. Lind- 
sey finds, after careful figuring, that 
there will be a decrease in the pension 
rolls next year of approximately 213 
names. 

He has added 914 new names to the 
rolls for 1910, and as the result of ex- 
perience estimates that the death rate 
will be 6% per cent, which will mean 
a total of 1,127 deaths during the year. 

This will give an approximate total] 
of 15,576 pensioners to be paid in 1910, 
the pensions averaging $60 each, or a 
total of. $934,660. The total appropria- 
tion made by the general assembly for 
the payment of pensions {fs $940,000, so 
that there will be a surplus of about 
$5,340. 

Last year the total payments were 
$939,910, or within $90 of the appro- 
priation. Commissioner Lindsey is 
now preparing his final estimates for 
submission to the governor for his ap- 
proval. Early in the new year all of 
the pensioners on the rolls will be 
paid. 


Work of Railroad Commission. 

The railroad commission yesterday 
granted W. F. Bailey, an ex-slave,

Legislation Explained 
by Him. 


A piece of insurance legislation that 


has been of inestimable benefit to 
South Carolina, tkhough only adopted 
last March by the state legislature, 
was explained to a number of prom- 
inent insurance men of Georgia yes- 
terday by Fitzhugh McMasters, insur- 
ance commissioner of South Carolina, 
who was in the city for the day. 

Mr. McMasters, as are most of the 
state officials of South Carolina, is a 
young man, hardly 35. He is intense- 
ly interested in the new insurance 
law, and was the means of: its secur- 
ing favorable action before the legis- 
lature, though the scheme was not 
original with him, he confesses. 

The plan is to exempt insurance 
companies of all kinds operating in 
the state of South Carolina from a 
certain part of the special tax levied 
upon them for the privilege of doing 
business in the state, if they will in- 
vest the reserve on policies required 
to be carried under the law in South 
Carolina seturities or real estate. 

Fer instance, a company having a 
premium income of, say, $10,000 annual- 
ly, would be required to carry a reserve 
of $6,000 or $8,000 to protect its pol- 
icies. An additional license fee of 2 
per cent is charged against this 
amount; but if the amount is invested 
in local securities the tax is reduced 
to 1 per cent. If only one-half of the 
amount is locally invested, the tax is 
reduced proportionately. 

The effect has been in six months 
to tremendously .boost the value of 
South Carolina state, county and mu- 
nicipal securities, and also to add 
somewhat to the attractiveness of 
South Carolina realty. The insurance 
company may invest in farm loans or 
farm lands taxable in South Carolina, 
and thus escape the payment of the 2 
per cent income tax. 

The present bill) was adopted after 
an effort had been "made to pass 
through the South Carolina legisla- 
tures a bill similar to the Robertson 
measure enacted in Texas,- and which 
had the result of driving nineteen in- 
surance companies out of that state. 
It failed to become a law, and the bill 
favored by Mr. McMasters was adopt- 
ed instead. 2 

By complying with the law and in- 
vesting their reserves in local securi- 
ties, the insurance companies operat- 
ing in South Carolina save much more 
than 1 per cent on their actual re- 
serves. The saving of the company 
lhaving a $100,000 premium income 
would be $1,000. The amount of its 
reserves would be $60,000 to $80,000, so 
the saving would be’ 1 ¥-4# to 12-3 per 
cent. aes Ge 

Mr. McMasters said the Southern 
States Life Insurance Company, hav- 
ing general headquarters in Atlanta, 
last year invested $20,000 in municipal 
bonds in South Carolina. A local in- 
surance company is putting up a4 sky- 
scraper in Charleston, which will off- 
set the tax on its reserves.

New York, December 2.—The cotton 
market was not active today, but prices 
ruled generally steady, and the close 
was steady at a net advance of 7@12 
points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
Vance of 5@12 points, with most of 
the active months selling ebout 9 
points higher,. in response t# better 
cables than'expected. Notwithstanding 
the strong showing of the Liverpool 
market, houses with Liverpool connec- 
tions were considerable sellers here 
on the opening advance, and prices, 
in consecuence, reacted £ or 5 points 
from the best during the early session. 
Local professionals, however, consid- 
ered that this selling was on straddle 
account, and argued that offerings 
would become lighter after the close of 
the Liverpool market. This theory cre- 
ated some buying, and with the south- 
ern news generally bu‘lish offerings 
were well absorbed, while prices dur- 
ing the afternooh worked up to about 
Or a little over the best point of the 
morning on recovering and moderate 
buying for long account. Reports of 
a better export demand for spot cot- 
ton in the south and rumors that the 
report of the National Ginners’ Asso- 
ciation expected, on Monday, would be 
bullish helped tha advance which car- 
ried May contracts up to 15.03. Real- 
izing sales became heavier around this 
level, and: the close, while steady, Was 
a litt’e off from the best. Southern 
spot markets-officially reported early 
were generally unchanged to 1-8e high- 
er. A-crop estimate issued by a local 
statistician, whose figures last year 
came very near the government re- 
port, placed the crop at 10,866,000 
bales, excluding linters, but this report 
had little effect on the market. Pri- 
vate cables reported that the chief in- 
terest in Liverpool this morning was 
M@yptian futures, owing to reports of 
a short Egyptian crop.

COTTON STATEMENT 


New Orleans, December 2.—Secretary 
Hester’s New Orleans cotton exchange 
statement, issued today, covers the 
monthly movement to the close of No- 
vember. a 

Compared with last year it shows a 
decrease for.the month, in round fig- 
ures, of 654,000, an increage compared 
with year before last 11,000, and with 
1906 decrease of 441,000. 

The total for November was 1,941,- 
139, against 2,595,097 last year, 1,930,- 
193 year before last and 2,382,190 same 
time in 1906. 

The amount of the crop brought into 
sight for the three months, from Sep- 
tember to November, inclusive, is 544,- 
000 under last year, 1,183,000 over the 
year before last and 85,000 over 1906. 

The movement since. September 1- 
shows receipts at all} United States 
ports 4,203,195,. against 4,577,441 last 
year, 3,396498 year before last and 
4,254,207 same time in 1906. Overland 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and 
Petomac rivers to northern mills and 
Canada 303,146, against 435,183 last 
year, 173,101 year before last and 283,- 
758 same time in 1906; southern mill 
takings, exclusive of consumption at 
southern outports 685,000, against 677,- 
000 last year, 716,000 year before last 
and 726.000 same time in 1906; and in- 
terior stocks in excess of those held 
at the commencement of the season 
611,000, against 657,085 last year, 334.- 
228 year before last and 453,696 same 
time in 1906.

These make the total movement of 
the cotton crop brought into sight dur- 
ing the three months ending close of 
November, 5,802,341, against 6,346,799 
last year, 4,619,827 year before last and 
5,717,661 same time in 1906. : 

Northern spinners took during No- 
vember 449,059, against 501,149 last 
vear and 289,113 year before last, in- 
creasing their totals for the three 
months to $20,221, against 1,003,121 last 
year and 532,197 year before last. This 
makes their average weekly takings 
for the season 63,094, against 77,163 
last year and 40,938 year before last. - 

Foreign exports for the three months 
of the season have been 3.031,495 bales, 
showing a decrease under last season 
of 112,500 and an increase over the 
same period year before last of 539,- 
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Stocks at the seaboard and the 
twenty-nine leading southern interior 
centers at the close of November were 
1,505,968, against 1,795,690 last year and 
1,214,791 the year before. 

Including stocks left over at ports 
and interior towns from the previous 
season and the number of bales of the 
current crop brought into sight during 
the three. months the supply to date 
has been 6,054,657, against 6,628,056 last 
year and 4,967,833: the year before. 

Up to the close of November, last, 
year, 45 91-100 per cent of the cotton 
crop had been marketed, and for the 
same three months in 1907 the per- 
centages of the crop brought into sight 
was 29 92-100, and for the same time 
in 1906 the percentage marketed was

[RELATIONS OF ROADS 
| WAS THE MAIN TOPIC 


Not Much Business Transacted 
} in Exchange--- The 
i News of Wall Street. 


New York, December 2.—Speculative 
attention was- diverted from the main 
current of affairs in the stock market 
today in some by-channels having to 
do ‘with special developmeytsS concern- 
ing railroad properties and their reia- 
tions. The separation of the Rock Is- 
land and the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco systems has given ground, from 
the first, for suppositions of. readjust- 
ments to follow, which might involve 
momentous consequences to the exfst- 
ing balance of relations and control 
amongst railroad praperties. Today’s 
announcement from the Lehigh Valley 
of the coming eniry’into its directorate 
of the dominant powers in the Rock 
Island company afforded light on one 
direction which the readjustment was 
taking. The inference to be drawn 
from this proved so confusing, how- 
ever, that a’state of bewilderment was 
the most salient feature of the senti- 
ment sO far as it was disclosed by spec- 
ulative operations in the market. This 
confusion was increased because the 
new forces in Lehigh yatley were at 
some pains to disclaim any interest in 
Wabash railroad. whicf has for several 
days* by an assumption that it was 
to come into the plans for the direo- 
tion of Lehigh Valley. This idea was 
not entirely relinquished, in spite of 
the disclaimers, which lacked full offi- 
Cial aypthority. The supposition re- 
garding the “deal” pointed as an alter- 
native to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western as an eastern outlet for 
the Rock Island, to be linked by he 
Wabash. This alternative did not 
weaken the effect of the Lehigh Valley 
transaction, owing to the close bank- 
ing relations between the new forces 
in Lehigh Valley and the Lackawanna 
element in the old Lehigh Valley con- 
trol. While-the. sale of holdings in 
Lehigh Valley by the Lake Shore, the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, the 
Reading and the Erie have been re- 
ported from time to time, no such ru- 
mors have been heard regarding the 
Lackawanna holdings of that stock, 
which are assumed, therefore, to be 
in friendly relations with the new hold- 
ings now to be represented on the 
board. The reports of plans for exten- 
sion of the Western Maryland reorgan- 
ized property revived the conjectures 
of a possible completion of its linking 
with the Wabash-Pittsburg for the 
carrying out of the project for an ocean 
outlet for the Gould system, supposed 
at one time to have been abandoned. 
At the same time .a wide field for sur- 
mise Was offered by the possible recast- 
ing of relations to follow the acquisi- 
tion of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
as an adjunct of the Hawley hold- 
ings. From this was inferred a possi- 
ble resale of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, lately acquired by the same rap- 
idly growing power in the railroad 
world The main lines of the day’s 
topics, which are thus indigated suf- 
ficiently show the possibl scope of 
speculative ingenuity in suggesting 
variation and extension for it. The 
joint effect, however, was not stimulat- 
ing to the market. Considerable ef- 
fect has been felt already from ‘the 
preliminary operations in connection 
with these developments, and it is evi- 
dently feared that the consequence of 
the actual accomplishment would be 
reactionary. The market was affected, 
as well by the reduction of demand for 
the short interest, which was covered 
in thé rise in prices yesterday. The 
liability of ‘the call money market to 
flurries under the influence of continued 
exports of gold and the requirements 
of such large transactions as are in- 
volved in the readjustment of the rail- 
road ownerships begets caution in the 
speculation. The serious effects of the 
railway switchmen’s. strike in the 
northwest and the fear of its spread 
had a depressing effect. There came 
a report from Washington that na- 
tional bank holdings in railroad securi- 
ties were to be scrutinized under the 
suggestion that speculative interest in
